5. Reference (b), which levies 2 requirement for an additional IE squere 
feet af space and addresses (teelf to space requirements for FY 1971 - FY 1972, plus 
the additional request for IEEE ecusre feet from the Support Boformetion Processing 
System (SIPS) Task Force, makes it evident that an extensive joint space study, con- 
sidering the practical space limitations in Mght of OCS management requfrements, ie 
new required. Minimum time to conduct this suidy is shout sixty days. This atudy 
will, of necessity, examine OCS requirements in relation to overall Directorate of 
Science aad Technology space utiliratioa. 


6. Aas potential solution, it may be possible, though expensive, to relocate 
the general purpose computer equipment, and staff personne! and programmers azso- 
elated with the equipment, to an external Agency location. Such a relocation, in addi- 
tion to the expense involved, will require extensive planning and possibly authority for 
additional space acquisition. In view of the Director's dictum on space acquisizion, it 
is more fealistic to atterapt to find spece within thet alreedy asaigned to the Directorate 
of Science and Technology. Possible reductions in space requirements for the Office of 
Special Activities, DD/S&‘T, in the brea might fill thie requirement. These 
alternatives will be explored in the study which, subject to your approval and with the 
agreement ani assistance of DD/S8'T, we would propose to initiate immediately .
